of his diphtheria patient. The latter re- 
covered Without tho application of any 
other remidy. From this time forth Dr. 
Babtchiusly hesitated no longer to extend 
his practict in this direction. As he did 
not alwaysUave erysipelas patients on hand 
when he nettled the poison, he established 
an artificia, breeder of erysipelas baeil- 
lariae. He succeeded in twelve more cases 
in saving his diphtheria patients by apply- 
ing the erysipelas microbe. Only two pa- 
tients died, because the inoculatory mi- 
crobe was effete, perhaps. But this need 
not causa us to doubt the effectiveness of 
the new treatment, for the following ex- 
ample will demonstrate that it is still con- 
firmed by another case: 


"Six children were stricken almost simul- 


taneously with diphtheria in one family. 
Five of them were inoculated with the ery- 
sipelas bacillarirn, and they recovered in a 
wonderfully short time. The sixth child 
had been at once removed to a remote part 
of the city and died of the dread epidemic. 
Strange as this method is in itself it is no 
less singular than, the progress of the ery- 
sipelas is a painless and quiet one, not ac- 
companied by unfavorable results upon 
the general condition of the patient while 
the cure of the diphtheria is being effected. 


"Whether the theory that the erysipelas 


microbe destroys the diphtheria poison is 
founded upon fact, or is simply a delusion, 
leaving the cause of those wonderful recov- 
eries to be sought for in other quarters, we 
care less at the present moment for the so- 
lution of this purely scientific question, as 
our interest centers primarily in the re- 
sult, which alone is satisfactory to the lay- 
man. The close and controlling observa- 
tions to which physicians will subject the 
new method will soon demonstrate wheth- 
er Dr. Babtchinsky has found the real en- 
emy of the diphtheria microbe, and that 
we are rid of a foe which demands annual- 
ly the lives of thousands of our little ones." 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.

«un." The oilene used in the manufacture 
of this new paint oil is extracted from fish

Possibility of the Bells. 


Bell ringers ought to be able to give a 


change of bill at every performance. It is 
curious to notice what a variety of changes 
can be rung on bells. Eight notes will 
give 40,320different passages, and ten notes 
9,058,880. The changes which may be rung 
on twelve bells are 470,001,000, which, at 
the rate of two strokes a second, will take 
ninety-one years to ring. Another authori- 
ty says, upon tho calculation of ringing 720 
changes in an hour, it would take an in- 
cessant ringing of thirty-seven years to 
complete 470,000,000. 
Fourteen bells, at 


the rate first given, would take l(i,57d years 
to accomplish the changes, and upon twen- 
ty-four bells the cljangescould not be rung 
in less than 117,000 billions of years, and 
no concert company is likely to hold to- 
gether for a "season" of that length.—De- 
troit Free Press.

SENATOR VANCE SAYS THAT PRO- 


TECTION. 13 DESTROYING 
IT. 


But Figure* Prove the Contrary—Com- 


imrlxm of • Free-trade with a Pro- 
tection 1'erlod—Av«»a« Per Capita 
Greater Under Protection. 
Senator Vuuce said in a recent Kjxiech; 
"The rigorous policy of Protection iu 


rapidly approaching the destruction of 
our foreign commcrrc." 


To substantiate his charge Mr. Vance 


called attention to the statistics of our 
foreign trade from 1881 to 1889. He 
therefore must have studied the statis- 
tics of foreign commerce, and how in 
the face of the figures which he must 
have found there he could make the ab- 
surd statement quoted above is difficult 
to explain, for the fact Is there is not a 
shadow or semblance of truth or reason 
in it, or excuse for it. Our commerce 
never grow as it has since the adoption 
of Protection. From the miserable$404,- 
774,888 which represented the total of 
our imports and exports at the close of 
the war tho figures grew rapidly and 
steadily daring "the next fourteen years 
of Protection till in 1881 they reached a 
total 
of 
$1,545,041,074, showing a 


growth in foreign trodo far in ex- 
cess of the increase in population. It 
was unfortunate for himself that 
Senator Vance did not learn the figures 
of our foreign trade for the last year be- 
fore recklessly assorting that "Protec- 
tion is rapidly approaching the destruc- 
tion of onr foreign commerce," for the 
preliminary report of the secretary of 
the treasury just issued shows that our 
imports and exports reached a higher 
point than ever before, the exports ex- 
ceeding those of last year by $115,020,- 
210. 


But in order to prove how unwarrant- 


ed Mr. Vance's statement was wo pro- 
pose to compare the last eleven years of 
our foreign commerce with the last 
eleven years of the Free-trade period, 
which terminated in 1860. The results 
are as follows:

amounts of labor in the two countries 
receives widely differing rewards. 


Tho facts brought out by the late 


strike of the English police have given a 
new glimpse at another phase of the 
question, viz., the joy of English police. 
Their wretched condition, when 
com- 


pared with that of American policemen, 
affords an illustration of the great dif- 
ference between the British and Ameri- 
can standards of wages—i e., the pay 
given for similar and equivalent services 
in both countries. Below are extracts 
taken from The New York Times, a pa- 
per always anxious to hide or extenuate 
tho damning facts of the cloploraHo con- 
dition of labor in Free-trade England, 
for it appreciates their force as irrefuta- 
ble arguments against its own Free- 
trado doctrinea.

been a Free-trade period Senator Vance 
might have been justified in using the 
decline in foreign trade, which he ns- 
erts took place after 1881, as evidence 
hat Protection was injuring that trade.

he very period singled out by him was 
one in which the stream of foreign com- 
merce, when compared to that of the 
most prosperous years of the Free-trade 
period, seems like a Mississippi com- 
pared to a Schuylkill.

One of the large pottery manufacturers 


at Trenton thus outlines the prospects 
and possibilities of his great industry 
under the protective system:

Within a year the Trenton 
kirns will be putting on the market as 
fine china and porcelain as ia turned out 
anywhere in the world.

alone pays $3,080,000 in wages every 
year to tha workmen of Trenton, more 
than all the importers of New York city 
pay ont in the way of wages in ten 
years. The American potters aj-e as 
skillful and artistic as any in the world, 
and if they are properly protected they 
will before very long be able to supply 
America with not only its useful table 
ware, but with valuable porcelains and 
bisques that are classed as works of art." 


Wby This Foreign Anilctj? 


If OUT American citizens have to pay 


the full amount of all duties levied upon 
imports, as some Free-traders insist, why 
is ii that the foreign manufacturers of 
Sheffield and other places abroad loudly 
protest against the McKinley bill? If we 
have to foot the cost what difference can 
it make to them? The mayor of Sheffield 
said he could "remember when the 
American market found trade for one- 
half of the population of the town."—Ex- 
tract from Speech of Senator Morrill. 


A Steam Lifeboat. 


A steam lifeboat has recently been com- 


pleted and run on an experimental trip on 
the river Thames in England. The new 
craft is designed on a plan quite similar to 
that of the ordinary lifeboat, and is built 
of steel, with ample water tight subdivis- 
ions, there being fifteen water tight com- 
partments, making the boat practical!yun- 
slnkable. The boiler and engineare raised 
10 that they are about three feet above the 
main deck, and the arrangements are for a 
supply of forced air to keep up the draught. 
The place for the passengers is in the after 
portion of the boat, there being room for 
thirty people.—London Letter, 


Tho Times correspondent in speaking 


of the London police says: 


"Tho policeman there resembles the 


New York officer in little beyond his au- 
thority and the wearing of a uniform and 
insignia. In respect of discipline, esprit 
de corps, chance of promotion, pay and 
public respect, the 'peeler' is the in- 
ferior of tho 'cop,' and no parallel can 
be established between them. 


"The London policemen were ill paid, 


and finding no other method of remon- 
strance or coercion they struck like so 
many trades unionists. The justice of 
their cause appears incontestable. There 
are five grades of constables, and the 
pay is from |24 to $82 a month, or a 
mean of $28 a month. 


' 'Few American visitors to London have 


failed to notice how alert is the 'bobby,' 
not only in the pursuit of the 'nimble 
sixpence," but the plebeian penny as well. 
London officers will do man.) services 
that a New York policeman would scorn 
to perform, such as holding horses and 
parcels, running of errands and making 
purchases. 


' 'The most common illustration of how 


the London policemen eke out a living 
is to be had at the popular Jstreet cross- 
ings. It is odd to a New Yorker to see 
women, and often men, on nearing one 
hunt for a small coin, generally a penny, 
and give it to the officer after he has 
acted as pilot among the vehicles and 
through the slush." 


The same writer describes the lot of 


the New York policeman thus: 


"Once in the third grade, at a salary of 


$1,000 per annum, the policeman knows 
that the future has the following chances 
and advantages for him: 


"First—Second grade at$l,100 per an- 


num. 


"Second—First grade at $1,200 per an- 


num. 


"Third—Promotion to roundsman, ser- 


geant, captain, inspector and superin- 
tendent. ' 


"The London policeman has no such 


advantages. Every New York superin- 
tendent except Mesnrs. Kennedy and 
Martsell rose from the ranks to a salary 
of $500 a month. The pensions of tne 
London police are sure, but ridiculously 
small. The highest is for a continuous 
service of twenty-eight years, and is two- 
thirds of the pay. This for a first class 
constable would amount to less than 
$5.50 a week." 


The above is recommended to the care- 


ful consideration of Free-traders of every 
shade and stripe, for we submit that in 
this case at least no mo difying consider- 
ations as to different degrees of efficiency 
can be adduced to explain away the mis- 
erable remuneration of labor which is 
customary in the only country where 
Free-trade has had an opportunity to 
work to its logical results.

We bought of them over $120,500,000, 


and let in 87| per cent, of it free of duty. 
During the same period the South and 
Central American states .bought of us 
$50,023,941, and imposed their duties 
upon 90 per cent, of what we sent them, 
letting in only 10 per cent, of our prod- 
ucts free, less than $5,000,000, as against 
the $105,500,000 of their products we let 
in fite to our ports. 


Presentiment of Death* 


"Yes, I believe that many a soldier who 


loses his life in battle has a presentiment 
of death," said Edward McDevitt, of the 
United States clerk's office. "I formed 
that conclusion early in the war of the re- 
bellion, and as the war progressed I became 
more firmly intrenched in the belief. I can 
recall many instances where young men 
showed by their conduct that they were 
marked for death, and in each case the man 
was killed as soon as we went into battle. 


"There was one case that Impressed me 


more than any other. We had in our com- 
pany a young country fellow—a big, strap- 
ping fellow, and one of the bravest men I 
ever saw go into battle. I saw him in nu- 
merous battles, and I never saw him flinch 
until the day he was killed. He didn't 
seem to know what fear was. 


"One morning we were lying In our 


trenches when the word was passed along 
that we were going into battle. This 
young man was next to me, and I noticed 
that he turned white at the announcement. 
When we were ordered to fall In he trem- 
bled all over, and was so weak he could 
hardly carry his gun. I never saw such a 
change come over a man, and I asked him 
what waa the matter. 
" 'I feel that my time has come,' was his 


reply, and that was all he said. 


"We were going up a hillside, and hadn't 


gone more than a hundred feet from the 
trenches when a shell burst in front of us. 
A piece of it struck the young soldier in 
the face and carried away a part of his 
head. Death was so sudden that he never 
knew how it occurred. That is only one of 
many like instances that I might cite in 
»upport of my belief, "—Indianapolis News,

Our party left the Little town of Sho- 


flhoue at half post 6 iu the evening with 
the intention of arriving ut (he eefcbrated 
Sboshone falls at about half past lOcfclock 
the same uigbt. There were two traveling 
meu and two young womtjti, the elder 
Chicago school rna'am and the younger her 
sister. The road to the fallstias been cut 
through a plain of sagebrush and lava. 
For twenty-six miles there is nothing to 
relieve the monotony of whte sand, brush 
and lava but the driver's jwiries and the 
jokes or conversational powers of one's 
companions. We suffered very little be- 
cause of the hick of versutlity of the party 
anil became unxions only where the road 
became obscured under tie starless clouds 
which had overcast the i*ene when the sun 
disappeared. 
^ 


For nearly two hours we proceeded in 


the darkness, some feiriue that wo had 
lost our way, in whichyvent there would 
be no alternative but a »sky tramp through 
the desert under the cbill night air. 


The driver, however, continued to pick 


his \vay, and finally announced that we 
had at length reachecl"the rocks." In this 
manner he designate* the lava beds, which 
extend four miles from the falls, and over 
which In the dark It is impossible to drive 
with safety faster than a walk. 


One weary hour was speat picking our 


way through these adamantine labyrinths 
when the driver senteutiously and infor- 
mally remarked, "Here's where you get 
outl" 


We disembarked without questioning, 


and the driver tied one of the hind wheels 
to a side brace on the wagon. 


"This is a steep hill an' I never hauled a 


living being down it in my life. I'll go 
ahead with the team and you follow." 


GOING DOWN HILL IS DAKKNKSS. 


We followed. It was as dark as a dun- 


geon. We could not see two feet in ad- 


discovi 


scent was most abrupt, so much so, in- 
deed, that it required the united efforts of 
the party to keep us from breaking into a 
run, leaving the rood and going we knew 
not where. 


When we reached the bottom of the hill 


we were out of breath and the driver told 
us we had traveled a thousand feet. 
We 


again took the wagon and at that moment 
for the first time the hoarse voice of the 
falls greeted our ears. Almost at the same 
instant there was a rift in the sable cover- 
ing above us and a white patch of cloud 
became visible. 
Whence it received its 


light we knew not. 
There was not a star 


visible. Profiled against this errant cloud 
were immense masses of rock, black as the 
night itself and towering above seemingly 
to a distance of thousands of feet. 
In this 


same uncertain light we saw or we fan- 
cied we saw the windings of the Snake, 
but it was only fancy, because we could 
scarcely see the stream when the driver 
announced that we had reached the ferry. 


We boarded the latter, which is about 


200 feet above the falls, horse, wagon, 
women and all. We took turns working 
it the windlass, as we did also in specu- 
lating what would be our fate if the ferry's 
iables should break. Once, while in mid- 
river, the current struck us with unusual 
force, and all the male hands were re- 
quired at the rope, while tho women 
clasped each other in a corner and re- 
mained speechless until the bank was 
reached. There is little pleasure in trav- 
eling in the dark, and there is little to re- 
assure the traveler when he encounters 
dangers the magnitude of which must be 
determined by conjecture. For this rea- 
son when the ascent of the opposite bank 
was undertaken there was not a member 
of the party who did not feel that he or 
she accomplished an heroic deed, which 
vould bear recounting after the return 
ionic.

As we climbed the hill, again in the 


densest darkness, 
everybody simultane- 


ously remarked that it had begun to rain. 
A heavy mist struck us, rendering wraps 
necessary. This, the driver explained, was 
the spray from the falls, which the wind 
was scattering around with lavish gener- 
osity. In this mist we reached the hotel, 
in which not a light burned, and in which 
every occupant must have fallen into the 
sleep of the .just, which even the crash of 
the falling water beneath was unable to 
disturb. 


The hostelry stands on a height almost 


over the south end of the falls and was en- 
veloped in a cloud of spray which, finding 
temporary lodgment on the roof of the 
porch, dropped in rain to the floor below. 


The descent was rendered possible only 


by the use of a half inch wire cable which 
led down the steep sides and which was 
fastened at intervals to the rocks along the 
route. 


In a couple of instances slippery ladders 


were employed where the cable could not 
have been used for a handrail. By means 
of these agencies the party, saturated with 
"xi». puraiurina from tugging at the cable 
and, to a greater or less u^gttse, covered 
with mud, reached the river. There men 
and women passed over a number of rough 
rocks strongly suggestive of gigantic mus- 
sel shells, over which the undulating and 
angry waters roamed undirected. Between 
these rocks were hundreds of varieties of 
driftwood, which the action of the waters 
had worn from angular into well rounded 
proportions. 
tt. 


ADDITIONAL 


Somewhat to the north and west of the 


cave rock, describing an imperfect cres- 
cent, is what is known as the Bridal Veil, 
the fall of which is estimated at eighty 
feet. This name is inappropriate, because 
the width is not proportioned to the height, 
and because the lucelike transparency pe- 
culiar to the bridal veil is scarcely if ever 
visible in the fall. This fall, however, ia 
imposing, and of itself would be consider- 
ed a curiosity. But it is dwarfed into noth- 
ingness by the cataract of which it ia but 
one of the forerunners. 


A hundred feet south hangs another wall 


of water, and still to the south stands an 
irregular pillar fifty feet high, surrounded 
by swirling waters, on the summit of 
which for generations, it is presumed, has 
stood an eyrie. There today the proud bird 
of the mountain is training the pinions of 
her eaglets to rise to the sun from the 
midst of a chaos sufficient to awe the 
Htoutest heart, so that hereafter, as the 
symbols of their country, they may be fear- 
less amid the most trying dangers. 


This wall of water is 210 feet high, forty- 


five feet higher than that of Niagara, while 
the crescent described by it is 050 feet from 
point to point.

The Medal of Honor Legion is an associa- 


tion of old soldiers of which the country has 
not lieaid a great deal. The members of it 
are ill heroes aud can only become members 
beciidso of conspicious acts of heroism and 
self-sacrifice in the service of their country on 
thc battle-field. 
Only those are eligible 


who liave received Hie bionze medals grant- 
ed by act of Congress in 1802 to "inch ofli- 
cers. non-cominisioned oflicers and privates 
as siiall most distinguish themselves by their 
gallantry in action and other soldier-like 
qualities." A few months ago a movement 
was started to join all the medalists in an 
association, and this has been done through 
the efforts of Col, M. A. Dillon and a num- 
ber of well-known veterans liere. Each 
medal represents a story or a series of stories 
calculated lo make the heart beat quick and 
the eyes dilate with interest and admiration. 
Senator Quay of Pennsylvania is UM> only 
man who did not himself apply for it. 
The 


Senator is generally considered "a bold, bad 
man In politics," but be is very moilest in 
pushing forward when the point to be gained 
is purely personal to himself. 


While Senator Quay was colonel of the 


134tli Pennsylvania he contracted typhoid 
fevei at Falmouth, Va., opposite Fredricks- 
burg, in the latter part of 1862. 
He was so 


broken down by the disease that his friends 
urged him to resign his commission and go 
homo and recuperate. Finally (Jo!. Quay 
yielded. When his discharge papers were 
banded to him by Uen. Tyler the latter said 
he regretted that the colonel was leaving just 
at tlul lime, as they expected a battle very 
soon. On hearing this Col. Quay refused to 
accept his discharge papers and declared his 
intention of waiting for the battle. Gen. 
Tyler told him he would be foolish to do 
this, in view of bis broken health ; besides, 
the papers were there and he was a private 
citizen. If he went into the battle he would 
be sure to be killed and he bad better go 
homo and get well. "Well," Col. Quay 
answered, "I'd rather be killed In the battle 
and be called a fool than go home end be 
called a coward."- So be declared he would 
take a musket and fight as a private if he 
couldn't go In as an officer. 
Gen. Tyler, 


seeing the young man so determined, made 
him iin aid on bis staff, and in this capacity 
be fought all day and far into the night In 
the famous battle of Fredericksbuig, render- 
ing important service. — Correspondence 
Saranton Republic.

A SAILOR IN AFKICA. 


The British bark Margaret, on which I 


was carpenter and sailmaker, had put into 
the port of Quiloa, on the uaat coast of 
Africa, in dintrcmi, homeward bound from 
th* H*l wa. I had shipped for the voyage 
out and back, but when we ran into Quiloa 
I determined to take French leave. Three 
more brutal officers than those in command 
of th« bark never walked a ship's deck, 
and, although I rated above the common 
aallor, I had come in for my share of abuse. 
I was young, full of adventure, and I should 
perhaps have cut stick* If everything had 
been pleasant aboard tbe ship. My flrst 
Idea was logo alone, but an apprentice 
aboard named Thomas Cade, about 18 years 
old, suspected my design, and entreated 
permission to go along. He bad been 
knocked aboutand <loK«odaround until he 
was ready to commit suicide to escape fur- 
ther 111 treatment. I wan glad enough of 
the opiwrtuuity to take him, and on the 
•econd night of tbe bark's arrival wo were 
off. 


Quiloa twenty-five years ago contained 


only a few hundred Inhabitants. Them 
was a wharf, a warehouse, two or tbree 
trading stores, and a few dozen huts and 
houses, and tbe population was badly 
mixed. A* we were fast at the wharf, and 
M Thomas stood deck watch during the 
earlier hours of evening, we had no trouble 
in getting away. We took with us a 
change of clothes, two of the ship's mus- 
kets aud ammunition, a light axe, a few 
pounds of provisions, and means for build- 
ing a fire, and we passed through the vil- 
lage and into tbe forest to the west of It 
without meeting any one. We did not go 
more than half a mile Iwfore we camped 
down for the remainder of tbe night, but 
even as close to town«« that the hyenas 
and jackal* were so numerous that we did 
not close our eyes in sleep. 
Where we 


were going or what might uofall us we did 
not know nor care. The idea was to get 
away from the bark. After that things 
inlglit take care of themselves. 


We were up and off at tlawn, holding 


straight (or the west by a pocket compass 
which I had. It was likely that we would 
be pursued, and for two hours we hurried 
ahead at a smart pace, and then baited for 
breakfast. We bod been traveling through 
forest and jungle all the time, not meeting 
with even a footpath as evidence of civili- 
zation, and after having a bite to eat we 
licgan to look at the serious side of the 
situation. Whither were we bound? What 
should we do after getting there? These 
and other questions we asked ourselves 
without being able to answer iu a satis- 
factory manner, and then, sallorlike, we 
dismissed tbe matter from our minds and 
Agreed to take tho good and bad as it came. 
When we resumed our journey It was at a 
more leisurely pace, but at noon we were 
probably fifteen miles from the town. Tbe 
country was just as wild as if Quiloa was a 
thousand miles away. It being daylight 
and a hot day most of the savage beasts 
were asleep, but now and then we saw a 
jackal or a serpent, and just before noon 
we routed out two big hyenas which seemed 
disposed for a time to dispute the way. 


Always keeping due west, aud always 


traveling through an unbroken wilder- 
ness, we made about twenty-flve miles that 
first day. When we went into camp wo

We 
were no more than tbree hours making 
the journey, and great was their gratifica- 
tion at getting their bands on tho other 
wiapon.

The extra day given to the mouth of 


February every four years, except tbe cen- 
tennial years of time, arid to these if they 
are divisible by 400, dates tack to the time 
of Julius Caesar, who first noticed thut 
twelve lunar mouths were not quite enough 
to constitute a solar year, while thirteen 
were too many. Julius also noted the fact 
that 8C5 days were not enouuh for the year 
and that 306 exceeded what the calendar 
called for. Caesar corrected this error liy 
constituting every fourth year to consist 
of 366 days and the others of M5 each. Tlie 
long or leap year was always known to lie 
an exact multiple of four. This calendar 
was called thu Julian and tho mode of 
reckoning "old style." 


This was quite an improvement on (lie 


old year, as it got within eleven minutes 
of the real period. When Gregory became 
pope in the Sixteenth century it was found 
that the simple error of eleven minutes 
each year had put time ahead ten whole 
days and nights in thecompiirativelyshort 
period of sixteen centuries. In order to get 
rid of this error Gregory had ten days tak- 
en out of October, reckoning the 5th as 
the 15th. Still yet there was that eleven 
minutes overplus. To get rid of this it was 
agreed that there should bo no Feb. 20 in 
centennial years unless the yeur is divisi- 
ble by 400. According to this plan every- 
thing is so evenly poised that there will 
not be an error of one whole day until the 
time when you begin to date your letters 
5448.—St. Louis Republic.

SAVED BY A BANK BOOK 


HOW A GREENHORN CLEARED HIS 


HOMESTEAD IN FLORIDA. 


Hl« DUiintrous Experience Told by the 


Survivor—A Committee of "Crackers" 
Mu.le BII Important Call on tlio Sot- 
tl«i—Rl» Check Uooh to the Roncue. 


"I had been a clerk in a city store ever 


flince I was old enough to work, and I was 
green 
There is no doubt about that in my 


mind now, though I spurned the thought 
then. I had sold the stony little farm on 
the bleak Vermont hillside which had 
come to me after my father had worried 
himself into the grave trying to get rich on 
It, ami had landed in Florida full of guide 
book opinions of the 'land of the cypress.' 


"I took up a homestead on the long, nar- 


row st rip of laud that divides the Atlantic 
ocean from the Indian river. I did not go 
to see it before 'entering' for it at the land 
office, because I knew that was unneces- 
sary, 


"I reached the spot by sailboat from Titus- 


vtlle, at the head of the river, and was de- 
lighted to find that I had neighbors not far 
away, to the north and also to the south. 
They were 'crackers.' That is the name 
which one native Floridian applies to other 
IP five Floridians whom he does not like. 
They liad orange groves, to be sure, but 
they c i<l not seem to be growing rich on 
their crops. This I attributed to their 
shiftliss method of agriculture. Instead 
of clearing their land of the big pine trees 
that cumbered it they merely girdled the 
trees and left them standing, dead and 
bare, a constant menace to passers by and to 
the ye uug orange trees which were planted 
amont; their roots, aa well us an eyesore on 
the landscape. 


CLEARING UP. 


"I determined to cut my trees down in 


the good old New England fashion, clear 
the laud thoroughly and raise vegetables 
betwe •!! the rows of orange trees till they 
were i.ld enough to bear a golden harvest. 
First I set to work on the underbrush, and 
then < iime rny flrst experience with pal- 
metto roots. 


"Well, by the time I had two acres of 


palnu tto roots pulled out and a wilder- 
ness of big trees down on top of them my 
back was almost broken, my ready money 
all gone and no prospect of n crop in sight. 
I had come down in the early fall and now 
it was about Christmas. The season had 
been u pretty dry one. and the logs looked 


strate that water farming may be made 
practicable and profitable—at least as prof- 
itable as some other rural occupation, and 
more enticing than the ordinary life of an 
agriculturist. As much money can be 
made off an acre of water as off an acre of 
land, including well located fish and frog 
ponds on the one hand and ordinary farm- 
ing on tho other. 


One of the pioneers of water farming in 


Indiana is Mr. Joseph Maulove, of Milton. 
Seven years ago he bought a small piece of 
low land tying between the White Water 
canal aud White Water river. He deter- 
mined to flood the low land, and to add to 
his possessions the adjoining high land for 
park purposes. His place now includes 
fourteen acres of water and twenty-one of 
land. 
His business is largely with the 


water and only incidentally with the dry 
land. His first purpose was to establish a 
carp pond, from which the fish market 
might be supplied. This was accomplished 
in two j-ears with comparative ease. Now 
he has practically an unlimited quantity 
of this variety of fish. However, the pub- 
lic taste also calls for bass, and Manlove 
determined to add this variety to his sup- 
ply. His lake is now stocked with a vast 
•lupply of black bass. They have crnwn 
finely, and bass fishing will be "put on the 
market." Bass promise so much better 
than carp that "Farmer" Manlove uses his 
young carp as food for his bass. 


Still another "department" has been add- 


ed to the "farm"—frogs. Four acres of 
shallow water, well grown in flags, were 
set apart as n breeding place for frogs. 
They breed and grow rapidly. Four thou- 
sand tadpoles were put into this breeding 
pen. 
Many of them are now of a market- 


able size, and are worth {2.50 and $3 a 
dozen. In catching them for market a 
light at night is used. They stare at the 
light, and can be caught and handled with 
ease in its glare. In catching large quan- 
tities of carp the lake is drained off. In 
winter the marketable 
fish are kept in 


small ponds. 


It Is interesting to observe the water 


farmer at his work. He can use a horse 
for side purposes, but he needs neither, 
plow, planter nor reaper. 
Suppose he has 


gone out to feed. He has with him mid 
dlings or other grain. He goes to the breed- 
ing pond, sounds a gong or blows a whistle 
and thousands of frogs come hopping from 
their shelter. They eat the food ravenous- 
ly, and become so tame that the farmer 
handles them as a woman does her pet 
chickens. The same food is just the thing 
for young and old carp. "Fish and frogs 
take to grain and grain products," said 
Mr. Maulove, "like a boy does to apple 
dumpling. Part of the season it is not 
necessary to feed my stock at all. The 
water grass seeds make the finest food for 
fish, and at certain times of the year I 
rarely prepare a fish for the table that I 
do not find him filled with grass seed."— 
Indianapolis News. 


Diamond Went Up B Flume.

a fine diamond stud was cleaning it in 
front of the stove recently when some of 
the bystanders attracted his attention. In 
turning round the diamond slipped from 
his fingers and flew in the stove. The stove 
was immediately cleaned out, but no trace

he will clean the rest of his diamonds In 
front of the register rather than the cook 
stove.—Bangor News.

No questions are asked, arid the 
members fix up the pairs to suit them- 
selves. Thus, when a member is absent 
and is not paired, he can telegraph to a 
colleague and find some member on the 
other side iu the same situation, when it is 
arranged that The Record, shall state thut 
these two absent members were paired. 


One member who went to Europe with- 


out taking the precaution to get a pair was 
used to protect half a dozen members in 
one day. It was also found that he was 
paired with a member who never know the 
other man was absent from Washington. 
—Philadelphia Press.
